It's been 
said before, but James Packer isn't 
half the man his forebears were, 
although he is increasingly more 
than half their size. 
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T’S THE tnillion-dollar hypothetical 
question: what would happen if China 
crashes? If the ‘economical miracle’ hits a 
tailspin, who would it take down with it, and 
what would be its effect on Australia? 

The short answer is virtually everyone, 
such is scale and pace of the fast-growing 
Chinese economy and the interwoven web 
of present-day global finance. 

Over 30 years, China has emerged as 
the world’s second-largest economy, 
behind only that of the United States, 
and its numbers are both impressive and 
frightening. Its annual agricultural and 
industrial output is now $US? trillion ($2.14 
trillion), the world’s largest, it's the world's 
second-largest exporter ($US2 trillion) and 
its third-largest importer ($US1.7 trillion). 

As the major creditor to the US, an 
economic ‘hard landing’ for China — one 
out of control — would have flow-on effects 

for global financial markets, which could in 
turn spark a major global recession, even a 
depression. And as Australia is China's top 
source for mineral ores and coal, tts second- 
largest source of liquid natural gas, and 
sixth-largest source of fuels overall, such a 
collapse would be calamitous for Australia. 

But although dire predictions over its 
wellbeing have now been aired throughout 
that entire 30-year period, reports of the 
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imminent collapse of China's economy 
remain premature. 

Clearly, in the event of such economic 
catastrophe, the most obvious casualties 
would be the beneficiaries of Australia’s 
current, if tapering, resources boom. 
Thousands of jobs would go in the mining 
sector, with the flow-on effect that would 
impose on Australia’s regional economies. 

A host of other smaller mining and energy 
companies would also take a hammering, 
as would super funds over-invested in 
mining Companies. 


GROWTH FUELS DOUBT 
It's not often that a country announces a 
growth figure of over 7 percent, yet so-called 
experts start muttering about an economic 
downturn. It’s even odder when China’s 
annual gross domestic product figure is 
actually a whopping three times what it was 
just 10 years ago in dollar figures, such is 
the explosive pace of its growth. 
It enjoys a current annual trade surplus of 
a staggering $US213.8 billion. It also has a 
massive $US3.95 trillion in foreign exchange 
reserves, and holds one-fifth of all foreign- 
owned US Treasury securities. 
But key to answering the most important 
question Is just how far the statistics issued 
by its central government can be believed. 
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observers Is that never before in world 
history has one government had so much 
command over so much wealth. Its central 
government still exercises direct state 
control over an incredible 98 percent of 
China's banking assets, and China has 
some massive banks: the Industrial and 
Commercial Bank of China (ICBC) is the 
world’s largest, and three other Chinese 
banks are in the world's top 10. 

But the Chinese government's opacity and 
lack of accountability to any external party is 
precisely the reason why economists worry 
about the truth of its economic health. With 

so much at stake, that which can not be 
seen must be feared. 


CLARITY BREEDS HOPE 

Under new President Xi Jinping, however, 
the government has begun attempts to 
stamp out the endemic corruption which 
had plagued the country. 

It's also more aware than ever of the perils 
of inflating statistics. Commerce Ministry 
spokesman Shen Danyang conceded on 
April 16 that before a crackdown, trade 
numbers in 2013 had been artificially inflated 
by the reporting of fake deals. But, he said 
China's economy Is now doing better than 
its first quarter figures now suggested. 





Data released that day showed its economy 
grew at an annual rate of 7.4 percent in the 
first quarter of 2014, its slowest pace in 18 
months, implying that demand is slowing. 
There are those who believe China's 
policymakers now wish to transition to 
slower but more sustainable growth without 
causing a sharp cyclical slowdown. 
Investment manager Threadneedle 
Investment's Vanessa Donegan says, “What 
they are actually doing is encouraging 
higher-quality growth driven by domestic 
demand and the private sector, rather than 


by exports and the cheap liquidity that has 
distorted investment: 

One positive indicator is China's debt to 
gross domestic product (GDP) rate, currently 
at 55 percent, higher than in recent years. 
This ts still remarkably low compared with 
the US at over 100 percent and Japan at 
more than 200 percent. 

Despite Treasurer Joe Hockey's wamings, 
Australia, meanwhile, has a debt to GDP 
rate of only 25 percent, making It one of the 
lowest in the developed world. 
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China also has a savings rate much higher 
than its global peers, which gives it an added 
buffer against the likelihood that its debt-to- 
equity ratio would trigger a financial crisis. 

Its banking sector Is also very strong — its 
bad-debt ratio hovers around 1 percent, 
which is much lower than those of its peers 
in the developed world. 

ANZ Banking Group's chief economist 
for greater China Li-Gang Liu says, “The 
Chinese government has lots of options if 
there's an economic downturn.” 

One could involve privatising one or more 


of its major banking assets, potentially 
freeing up billions of dollars in capital to 
inject into the economy. 

“If they dilute state ownership they can 
write off a large amount of debt,’ Li says. 


AUSTRALIA STILL FIRST 

Australia’s competitive advantage lies in its 

relative proximity and raw materials far superior 

in quality to those of its major global rivals. 
Abbott government negotiations with 

China over a free-trade agreement will

spur greater demand for the services of 
Australian companies in industries such as 
education, tourism and financial services, 
Australia also has a lot more to gain from 
its current relationship with China as over 
100 million more Chinese will enter its 
middle class over the next 20 years. 


BAD-NEWS BEARS 

Fear-mongering by radio shock jocks and 
tabloids about the risk of foreign state- 
owned businesses taking control of some 
of Australia's key resources defies reality: 
China remains only the ninth-largest source 
of foreign investment in Australia. That's only 
3 percent of all direct investment stock, and 
in 2012, 90 percent of Chinese investment in 
Australia still went into mining or gas projects, 

This means two things: a serious downturn 
in the Chinese economy would have a fairly 
limited impact on direct foreign investment 
in Australia. And, with their increased 
ownership in Australian mining assets, 
Chinese companies and their central 
government would have even less incentive 
to slow imports. 

50, for now, at least, Australia appears to 
have no need worry disproportionately about 
signs of a slowdown in the rate of growth 
coming from the world’s second-greatest 
economic superpower. Ot»

HE MEDIA will give you a whole menu of tasty reasons 
to be terrified of China, but there’s only one thing that 
truly scares me about the Middle Kingdom and that Is the 
fact that it's a vision of our future. 
Not yours and mine, of course, hell no. We'll live and 
die — surprisingly virile and handsome for centenarians — in an 
Australia that's still massively uncrowded. Sure, our population 
will grow, and become even more ethnically diverse (most economic 
refugees actually have the money to come here by plane, and the 
government is not towing Boeings back where they came from, yet), 
but we'll still be tiny. 

Eventually, though, as humans continue to make the two-backed, 
half-brained beast, the whole damn planet will feel like China does 
now, by which time a lot of Asia will have sunk into the sea under the 
sheer weight of people. 

China is a scary place to visit, and it's not even the fault of the 
Chinese, really. Criticise its government all you like, but how do you 
keep an industrial and affluential revolution under control when your 
population has bubbled and toiled to over 1.36 billion? That's 65 
times Australia's current population. Sixty-five times. We're not so 
much a mosquito nibbling hungrily between their fingers, we are the 


godly (he'd been advocating closer ties from the opposition benches 
since 1954) and it led to a period of astonishing growth. At the time 
of his visit, annual trade between the two countries had just passed 
$100 million, 40 years later it is worth more than $100 billion. 

Gough's acolytes — Paul Keating, Kevin Rudd and Julia Gillard — 
were all frothingly pro-engagement with Asia, and China in particular. 
The Labor government organised a staggering 45 ministerial visits 
there between 2007 and 2013, Rudd made Mandarin speaking 
sound like the equivalent of a 300-plus OQ and Gillard visited every 
year of her prime ministership. 

It might have bordered on sycophantic, but what choice did 
they have, did any of us have, when faced with 100 billion 
compelling reasons to play nice with our hulking, and increasingly 
militaristic, neighbour? 

We're tied to them to the point of indebtedness — we're their 
number-one source for minerals and their second-largest supplier 
of natural gas. They're the giant straw sucking up our resources, 
and we're the ones grateful for being sucked off. 

Debating this dependency, or even regretting It, Is 
pointless. They are big, we are not, and this deal is done.

microscopic parasite sucking the blood from that mosquito. 

Even America, still the world’s largest economy despite China 
being a powerful number two, is outnumbered four to one by this 
epic swathe of humanity. 

What it makes for is a country that feels as crowded as It looks 
on paper, where traffic actually comes to a standstill and your bus 
driver advises you to walk, where no one would notice if it was foggy, 
because the air always looks like that. Looking for the sun in the sky 
on a typical Shanghai day ts like looking at a candle through a doona. 

On the plus side, its food is spectacular, the knock-offs are 
convincing and cheap and those choking, huddled, befuddled 
masses are the engine driving most of the world's economy, and 
supercharging ours. 

We've tied ourselves to China, with knots of varying complexity 
and constraint, since 1973, when Gough Whitlam became the first 
Australian prime minister to visit the emerging superpower and 
initiated a trade agreement. 

It was a big step for a man who thought of his own foottfalls as 


caught a cold? Absolutely. A harsh financial winter or two for them 
and we'd be coming down with the equivalent of bird flu (another 
little gift of theirs to the world), but, realistically, is it something you 
should be sweating, nght now? 

I'd think not, considering their country just posted an annual 
growth rate of more than 7 percent. Sure, it's been higher, but it 
doesn't look too anaemic, does it? 

Then there's China's trade surplus of $US213.8 billion, and the 
fact that the rather powerful government owns 98 percent of the 
country's hugely rich banks. And between them they pretty much 
hold a collective mortgage over the US economy. 

Let's face it, China's not going anywhere but onwards, upwards 
and outwards. As that vast population swells around the middle 
class, Its potential to spend shitloads of money, particularly on things 
like tourism, means that our China-facing outlook is possibly more 
prosperous than ever. 

So, in short, don't fear the Chinese, or their economy. Pity them, 
fear for them even, but don't be afraid. O+-»

Is that 
something that you relate to yourself, or 
are you a brighter person? 

No, if it’s a demon or whatever, we are

LYCRA-HATERS LOOK AWAY: THE WORLD’S GREATEST ANNUAL SPORTS EVENT IS HERE 


PORTS purists who worry 

that modern sport has been 

compromised by media 

agendas, should consider the 

world's biggest annual sporting 
event. The Tour de France started in 1903 
as a marketing stunt from sports magazine, 
L'Auto, which was lingering in the shadows 
of Le Velo. To boost circulation the 
publishers of L’Auto conceived of a bicycle 
race around France... 

Early races were marked by fights between 
riders and attacks from fans. The first four 
place-getters in 1904 were disqualified 
because of nders catching trains, being 
transported in cars and hanging on to their 
supporters’ motorbikes. Riders complained 
about their food and water being poisoned, 
and of tacks being dropped on the road. 
When one competitor complained about a 
rider holding on to a motorbike, a revolver 
was pointed at him. 

Prize money was offered for stage wins, 
allowing the first winner, Maurice Garin, to 
eam more for his stage wins than he did for 
being the winner. A similar system operates 
today, with the overall winner pocketing 
around €450,000 ($660,000). However, 
prize payments for stage wins and time 
trials more than equal the winner's cheque, 
although the winner is still the individual with 
the lowest aggregate elapsed time, through a 
system known as the General Classification. 

The Tour de France ts in its 101st year 
(taking out the war years when it was 
suspended) and its audience of 3.5 billion TV 
viewers and 12 million spectators, makes it 
easily the largest annual sporting event. This 
year it will start in Yorkshire and go through 
London before travelling around France at an 
average winning speed of around 40km/h. 
The almost-200 nders will travel 22 days, 
over 21 stages and 3656 kilometres. 

The varying terrain of the stages allows 
different riders to win points: short flat stages 
favour the muscular sprinters, long stages 
favour the time trialists, while mountain 
stages favour the light, agile climbers. A 
sprinter can sit back in the peloton and 
emerge to win the intermediate sprints, 
thus helping his team's standing. 

The Tour is essentially a team event. Each 


team has nine riders performing distinct 
roles: the leader is the star who the team 
promotes to win the general classification; 
the road captain is a veteran who enforces 
the team strategy; the lieutenant sticks 
with the leader; sprinters win short stages; 
climbers win mountain stages; time tralists 
are specialist in the ‘race of truth, against 
the clock. The rou/eurs are the high-stamina 
riders who pace the team and make strategic 
break-aways; and lead-out riders are sent 
to catch a break-away. The domestiques 
are expected to create a slipstream for the 
star, shield the leading rider from the pack, 
take food and drinks to him, and ride a 
shield when there are strong crosswinds. 
Domestiques can be top riders, ready to 
step up if a leading nder fades or is injured; 
riders who have been domestiques in the 
Tour include eventual winners Greg LeMond 
and Chris Froome. 

Looming large over the Tour is fatique 
and injury. Riders not only average around 
40km/h but typically accelerate to more 
than 6Okm/h over the last 10 kilometres 
of a stage and up to 8Okm/h at the finish 
line. This requires that they produce more 
than 2000 watts of power in long bursts,

compared to the peak of around 800w 
produced by recreational cyclists. 

To do this for three weeks is physically and 
mentally exhausting which is why the big 
professional teams are picky about who they 
install as their leader and why riders are on 
strict diets of three-times the calorie-intake 
of ordinary humans. The strain on bodies 
takes its toll on muscles and joints and 
catastrophic pile-ups can occur frequently, 
especially in the opening stages. 

The favourites for the Tour this year include 
reigning champion, Chris Froome, Spanish 
climber Alberto Contador, Italy's Vincenzo 


Nibali, and Tejay van Garderen from the USA.

MAN ON THE MOVE 





QO WHAT you love and you'll 

probably make a success of it. 

Whoever issued this career advice 

_ may have had Mauricio Pucci in 

mind. The 43-year-old started his 
business life more than 20 years ago as a 
Brazilian ‘language traveller, who just wanted 
to learn English and go surfing. 

“When | finished my marketing degree 
| wanted to live in a place where | could 
improve my English, and go surfing whenever 
| wanted? says Pucci. “It was Hawai, 
California or Australia. | headed for Manly" 

He now presides over 150 employees 
working out of 36 offices in 13 countries, 
servicing the growing tribes of ‘language 
travellers’ who want to complete their 
education overseas (usually in English). 

His company, Information Planet, is a travel 
agency and education portal which already 
turns over $25 million per year and is about to 
hit the global mainstream as it entices travel 
agencies to use Information Planet's new 
database and booking system. 

“We target a niche,’ says Pucci, who now 
lives in Sydney's Frenchs Forest. “If you service 
a niche that ts truly international, and needs 
many services, your market can be very big’ 

Pucci aims at internationally-minded 18-30- 
year-olds who seek adventure and education 
in the English language; and while it's a niche 
in the strict sense, language travel is a global 
industry worth $US11.5 billion in 201 2, 
covering 1.5 million students who travelled to 
an English-speaking country. 

The niche is so large that IP's head 
office has just moved to the Sydney CBD, 
augmenting Its presence in Manly, Perth 
and Brisbane. It needs all the expansion 
space it can get: Information Planet services 
4500 students each year, giving them access 
to 260 universities, colleges and training 
schemes, and helping people to obtain visas 
and assistance for accommodation, travel, 
holidays and work. 

Subtitled ‘Study, Work and Travel’ its 
web sites seek to anticipate the language 
traveller's needs and give them everything 
from waitress training and World Cup events, 
to exclusive travel tours and social whirls.

Information Planet does not charge clients, 
but receives commissions from the education 
providers and others it connects them with. 

Pucci started Information Planet in 1996 
having realised that the small paradise he was 
inhabiting in Manly would be sought-after by 
his friends in Brazil. “l was telling my frends 
over the internet how great Australia was,’ 
says Pucci. “They would ask me about visas

and how to finish their degree at a university, 
and | realised that | could create a service. 

“At the time, the government offered a 
$20,000 small business grant - I did a 
six-week business training course and from 
there | just tried to improve every day: 

From a small office in Manly, Pucci initiated 
an incredible expansion across Brazil, Peru, 
Venezuela, Mexico, Columbia, Spain, Portugal, 
Czech Republic, Slovenia, Canada and New 
Zealand. And along the way he avoided some 
of the temptations of the entrepreneur: he has

not accepted equity investors and has not 
used venture capital in his expansion — even 
when he spent five years sinking $2.5 million 
into a database platform of every education 
course and accommodation provider on offer, 
and all the price variations of those providers. 
That platform is the General Distribution 
System (GDS) that will be rolled out to travel 
agents this year, creating the potential to more 
than quadruple his business. 

Pucci has also avoided some of the manic 
work regimes that many entrepreneurs adopt. 
One of the reasons the Brazilian liked Australia, 
is that he saw people organising therr lives in 
the way they wanted. Now, even with his global 
empire, he still devotes his early mornings to 
surfing. “I like to start the day with a surf! he 
says. “| can start late because | call people 
around the world and follow the time zones: 

As the business has grown, Pucci has 
learned some lessons: be enthusiastic and do 
your best for your customers because they will 
be your best marketing campaign. He's also 
learned that finding the staff and partners with 
a similar desire to make people happy is worth 
more than the millions an investor could bring. 

“Instead of big investors, I've established 
50 percent partnerships with the nght kind 
of people, and encouraged and empowered 
them to do great things. We've worked very 
hard on selecting and training the right people 
— this is where we've invested: people” 

Mauricio Pucci ts bullish about language 
travellers — a market at first driven by Latin 
Americans keen to improve their English and 
education in a warm climate, and then joined 
by Spanish, Portuguese and Insh looking for 
better prospects as Europe was swamped 
by recession. While he has established the 
business in the markets he understands 
— Europe, the Americas and Australasia — 
he has his eyes on the Asian and African 
markets, something he hopes to crack as 
his GDS service is taken up by millions of 
travel agents around the world. 

“| don't have a secret’ says the Brazilian 
who now describes himself as Australian. “I 
just start from the position that it’s me going 
to another country to finish my degree. What 
do | need? It's simple as that” O+—,

S WITH other industries, such 
as music, publishing and movies, 
the financial system is itself now 
ripe territory for the “disruptive” 
powers of the internet. 

Competition in the lucrative personal 
finance market dominated by the major 
banks is set to receive a jolt with the arrival 
in Australia from the United Kingdom of one 
of the world's largest “peer-to-peer” (P2P) 
lenders, RateSetter. 

Made viable by a lack of true local 
competition and the banks’ unattractive 
savings and loans deals, P2P lending works 
by bringing together directly individuals who 
have money to lend, and those who wish to 
borrow, usually via online auctions. 

Some P2P platforms slice, dice and 
package loans comprising many tiny 
slivers from different lenders: others allow 
lenders to pick the recipients of the loan. 
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Either way, the result is a strikingly 
better deal for both sides. 

P2P operates most commonly in the 
space most unsatisfactorily filled by 
mainstream institutions, in smaller loans 
between $1000 to $10,000. Banks find 
the establishing, operating and monitoring 
costs of such loans uneconomic unless 
interest rates are high. Commonwealth Bank 
and ANZ, for example, charge interest rates 
of up to 15 percent when it comes to small 
personal loans of $5000. 

In this space, though, through P2P, 
borrowers looking for a low-rate loan to 
fund a purchase such as a car or home 
improvements can get a better rate than 
they can from the banks, and savers 
can lend their money safely and easily 
to borrowers and earn higher-than-bank 
interest on their savings. 

For example, Zopa, a Bntish P2P platform, 


offers 4.9 percent to lenders (most bank 
accounts pay nothing) and typically 
charges 5.6 percent on a personal loan 
(which is competitive with the rates most 
banks charge). 

With some sites also claiming to offer 
retums to lenders of 10-15 percent, it’s no 
wonder punters are jumping in. 

In a recent speech, Bank of England 
executive director Andy Haldane has said 
that P2P lending through online sites has the 
potential to eventually replace old-fashioned 
banking, and locally RateSetter expects its 
growth to be quite similar to what its UK 
business has achieved. 

Across the board in the UK, P2P loan 
volumes are doubling every six months, 
while RateSetter’s loan book reportedly 
rose by more than 200 percent last year. 

But it will not be alone in Australia. In 
March, Westpac Banking Corporation

acquired a small stake in local P2P 
lender SocietyOne, which has written 
£4 million of loans. 

Westpac's investment is part of a 
broader trend for big organisations to 
invest in these alternative, so called 
‘disruptive’ technologies before they 
become too disruptive. 

P2P lending is here to stay. Banks that 
are too fat to compete take note. But will 
this be the year that P2P lending properly 
explodes into the mainstream? O+—_ 





THE PEER-TO-PEER

Years of low interest rates have prompted 
disgruntled savers to seek alternatives 

to the investment products offered by 
banks. A freeze in lending following the 
onset of the global financial crisis (GFC) 
hit consumers and small businesses 
hard, at the same time as financial 
scandals led to a loss of trust in banks 
around the world. 


Each works in different ways, and those 
that lend your money to businesses tend 
to offer higher rates than those lending 
to other individuals. 

Typically, lenders choose how much 
they want to lend, and for how long (up to 
between three and five years). 

Lenders’ money is then divided up 
and lent to a number of borrowers, and 
they receive repayments each month, 
comprising interest and part of the 
principal lent. 


Lenders pay an annual fee on the 
amount they lend to borrowers, and/or a 
percentage of the interest they receive. 


Lender investors can expect to make 

a higher percentage interest, after 

a percentage-based annual fee is 
deducted, but generally, the higher the 
potential returns, the higher the risk the 
borrower may default on the loan. 


Regulation should help forestall a big 
worry: that an ill-run platform might 
collapse, taking investors’ money with 
it. Presently, regulatory protection for 
investors and borrowers is weak, but 
likely to change as more operators 
enter the business, possibly through 
the introduction of minimum capital 
requirements and rules that protect a 
client's money, along with requirements 
that steps be taken to ensure 
repayments on existing loans would still 
be collected if a site goes belly-up. 

Several sites operate schemes to 
cover a lender's losses in the event that 
a borrower is unable to repay. RateSetter 
offers what it calls its Provision Fund, 
which helps protect savers from 
borrower late payments or defaults. 

Lenders also shouldn't assume they 
can gain immediate access to their cash. 
Each player uses different rules, but their 
money might be locked up for longer 
than they wish. Spreading your money 
between several P2P sites is one way of 
spreading your risk. 

UK regulators have also warned that 
some sites emphasised headline rates 
of return “often in double figures, without 
an explanation of the impact of charges, 
default rates and taxation’ 
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As with any financial product or service, 
do your research. 

Make yourself aware of the risks, the 
most obvious being that a borrower 
defaults on the loan. 

Make sure you're clear about the fees 
and charges, as fee structures vary 
across sites. 

As a lender, begin with a small amount 
and give a few months so you can get 
used to seeing the repayments come 
in and how it all works. 

Consider the tax implications, as it's 
most likely that returns will be paid 
without any tax deducted. 









































Born of disenchantment with the 
established financial services, the key 
alternatives to have emerged so far have 
in common the fact that they are internet- 
driven. Alongside P2P has emerged 
“crowdfunding’, in which companies raise 
money while also cutting out the banks. 
Such business tend also to be very active 
in social media, with the ‘crowd’ playing a 
pivotal role in setting the interest rate for 
capital, and its supply. The platform is just 
there to facilitate the exchange of money 
between parties, and in this regard, there's 
plenty of scope for further innovation.

ITS NOT HARDTO FIND THREE GREAT REASONS TO VISIT THIS PART OF CENTRAL AMERICA 


T FIRST sight, Panama seems to 
be one of those stable, sensible 
places where the rest of the 
world likes to do its banking and 
have its teeth fixed. But as you 
get to know the southemmost country in 
North America, you realise this isn't the Latin 
American Singapore; it’s not Switzerland 
with beaches. It's just that when you have 
neighbours like Columbia and El Salvador, 
Mad Max starts to look sane by comparison. 
You can fly into Panama City from LA or 
Miami, or jump off when your cruise ship 
visits here. But the best way to visit Panama 
has to be via a road trip. Grab a vehicle in 
Texas or California — something solid like 
an F-150 or a five-year-old Impala — and 
head south on the Inter-Amerncan Highway 
(LAH) which starts in northern Mexico and 
terminates at Panama City, right on the 
Pacific entry to the Canal. 
The IAH is one of the great road trips for 
those who like car travel: more scenic than 
Route 66, less dreary than the Nullarbor, and 
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the food is much better than you get on the 
drive from Moscow to Saint Petersburg. 

As the [AH passes through Costa Rica and 
into western Panama, you'll notice that the 
road quality suddenly improves — a legacy 
of the US military's protection of the Canal, 
especially during World War Il. You may be 
driving past roadside stalls selling bananas 
and watermelons but the road itself is more 
Perth than Honduras. 

The next thing you notice is that Panama ts 
really two places: Panama City and the rest. 
Panama City is a concrete and glass urban 
sprawl of 1.2 million people, on the Pacific 
coast of Panama. This is where cash-heavy 
Columbians and Nicaraguan socialists do 
their banking. 

Having spent the obligatory couple of 
nights trawling the bars of Panama City and 
maybe taking the Canal Rail Road to the 
Caribbean and back, you're ready to venture 
outside the City and into a varied landscape 
of farms, rainforests, mountains, beaches 
and plantations. 





The best use of your time is a road trip 
to the Azuero Peninsula — a large lump of 
country three and half hours from Panama 
City, that sticks out south into the Pacific. 

It’s a beautiful part of the world and you get 
to see rare birds, coral reefs and massive sea 
turtles. But the big lure for many Aussies is 
its high-quality surf breaks.

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OR MANY diehards, Porsche 
will always be a supreme sports 
car manufacturer for whom the 
German marque's expansion into 
SUVs and sedans remains too 
much to deal with. But just a few minutes 
behind the wheel of Porsche's updated 
Panamera GTS sedan should be enough to 
bring most doubters across. That may sound 
like a big call, but the Panamera, particularly 
in its GTS form, really does encapsulate what 
may be considered the critical core elements 
of a true Porsche. 
But what are those core elements? 
What makes a Porsche a Porsche? Well, 
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it must have fantastic engine performance, 
communicative steering, a ride that 
balances absorption with body control, 
and overall, deliver a connected, engaging 
driving experience — all wrapped up ina 
stylish package. 

The GTS isn't the fastest Panamera — that's 
the Turbo S (see sidebar, right) — but it is the 
most driver-focused model. Under the bonnet 
is a naturally-aspirated 4.8-litre V8 engine that 
sends 324kW and 520Nm to all four wheels. 
That's more than enough to get the Panamera 
and its occupants moving rapidly. From 
standstill, it will np to 100km/h in an extremely 
brisk 4.4 seconds. 





But it’s the way the GTS's engine 
unleashes that performance that really 
impresses. The power comes on ina 
strong, smooth, continuous flow. There's 
no flat spot, no turbo lag or kick, just 
effortless acceleration. 


And, just to underline its Porsche 
credentials, the 4.8-litre V8 makes a beautiful 
noise. The GTS comes with a sports exhaust 
that lets Its engine unleash its full roar. It’s 
the type of noise that will turn heads and 
make you love travelling through tunnels. 

But the engine is just the start of the 
Panamera’s remarkable performance story. 
Porsche has built its reputation on the back 















































of cars that engage the driver like few 

of its competitors. That means it packs 
steering that transmits all the details and 
feel a driver craves, and a chassis that is 
extremely well balanced and up for any 
challenge the road can throw at them. 

The Panamera manages to achieve both. 
Its steering offers fantastic feedback to the 
driver, allowing them to place It perfectly. 

Its chassis feels taunt and responsive. In 
fact, when you tip it into a corner It doesn't 
feel much different to its 911 sibling. It's 
only halfway through a bend, as the weight 
in the rear begins to transfer, that it feels 
like a sedan and not a sports car.

Porsche is good at two things - making 
excellent driver's cars and squeezing out as 
many different variants on them as possible. 
This time it has created nine different variants 
of the Panamera to try and appeal to its 
widest possible range of customers. There 
are six different engines, including a hybrid, 
and options of rear- and all-wheel drive to 
pick from as the Panamera does battle with 
the more mainstream BMW 5 Series, Audi Ab 
and Mercedes-Benz E-Class - not to mention 
premium rivals such as the Aston Martin 
Rapide, Jaguar XF and new Maserati Ghibli. 

The Panamera range begins with the 
self-titled, rear-drive model equipped with a 
228kW 3.6-litre V6 petrol engine ($201,400). 
With the same engine driving all four wheels 
comes the Panamera 4 ($213,500). Next 
up is the Panamera Diesel ($196,700) with 
a 3.0-litre V6 turbo diesel that’s good for 
221kW and a healthy 650Nm. Then there's the 
Panamera § ($287,100) and 48 ($299,300) 
with Porsche's newly developed twin-turbo 
V6 petrol engine that pumps out JO9KW and 
902Nm, with either rear- or all-wheel drive. 

Above the GTS sit the Turbo ($382,400) and 
Turbo § ($443,600) models. Both are powered 
by the same 4.8-litre V8 in the GTS but with 
twin turbos added to bump power to 382kW 
in the Turbo and 419kW in the Turbo &. 

But if you are more concerned about 
the environment than outright speed, then 
Porsche has recently added the Panamera $ 
E-Hybrid ($296,900). It pairs a supercharged 
version of the 3.0-litre V6 petrol with an 
electric motor, either of which can power 
the car on its own. Combined, they produce 
SO6kW, yet the E-Hybrid can sip just 3.1 litres 
per 100km under certain conditions. 


Panamera GTS 
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That is true of any Panamera, but especially 
so with the GTS because it rides a sharper 
suspension to tighten up its driving dynamics 
and offers up masses of grip. 

The GTS sits atop three-stage air 
suspension that Is stiffer and lower than 
regular Panamera and S models. Despite 
that, it doesn’t feel harsh. Yes, it can crash 
over larger bumps, but most of the time 
its suspension feels comfortable by 
sports-car standards. 

Which leads us to the question of style. 

No, the Panamera is not a beautiful car in the 
traditional sense, but it does offer up something 
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unique in terms of packaging, and its design 
integrity and functionality shine through. 

Rather than a traditional sedan-style boot, 
Porsche opted for design language that links 
the Panamera to the iconic 911, and that's 
not for everyone. But it does stand out from 
the pack, and that's not a bad thing, as when 
you're spending more $300,000 on a car, 
you might not want to be anonymous. 

lf you want to blend in, you can buy an Audi 
RS7, BMW M5 or Mercedes-Benz E63. But 
the Panamera gives people who need a four- 
seat car the option of a Porsche, and it's a 
true Porsche: fast, engaging and stylish. O+—»_

IKE reality telly celebrities with 
the intellect of sheep, Sport 
Utility Vehicles (or SUVs) are 
with us for the foreseeable 
future, so we may as well get 
used to them. Even ones built by Porsche. 

Over the last decade, the German 
sports car firm's king-size Cayenne SUV 
has sold its titten off, mainly to Americans 
who don't really think it's that big at all. 
But what can't be disputed is the size of 
the profits generated by the bloody thing, 
or why Porsche has decided to create a 
slightly smaller alternative, which it calls 
WWiEerctam(elcelarel iurelste Ml" cGLar- lal 

Thanks to Porsche's close ties with 
mother Volkswagen (and first cousin 
Audi), the smaller, sportier, stockier Macan 
shares much with Audi's similarly girthy 
Q5 SUV. But Porsche claims the Macan is 
70 percent unique, which includes a pair 
of muscular twin-turbo V6 petrol engines 
—a 250kW 3.0-litre anda 294kW 3.6-litre 
— but not Macan’s all-wheel-drive system, 
or its transmission (from an Audi S5) or its 
190kW 3.0-litre turbo-diesel V6, which is 
also straight from the Audi parts bin. 

What matters, though, is how well the 
Macan drives, not who should be taking a 
paternity test. Beneath its broad, Porsche- 
like sheetmetal sits a chassis that is

incredibly talented at going very quickly 
around corners with a level of balance 
you'd never expect of an SUV.

What it doesn’t do is drive like a Gayman 


on stilts, but then anyone who expected 
that should just buy a bloody Cayman 
and quit whingeing. The Macan’'s steering 
isn't as tingly or as Communicative as 
Porsche's tent-pitching Cayman or 911 
coupes, either, but then compared to 
every other SUV of its ilk, the Macan is a 
dynamic superstar, especially the range- 
topping Turbo, which has enough grunt 
to hold tail-out powerslides or glorious, 
smoking doughnuts — all on private 
property, of course, with the stability 
control (ESC) switched off. 

The $122,900 Turbo is significantly 
gruntier than the lesser-powered S 
($87,200), even though the on-paper 
difference isn't huge, and it sounds more 
like what you'd expect from a twin-turbo 
bent-six (that is, “tough”). But surely

50, what's new in today's masters of 
the universe wanting a penthouse’? If you're 
in Brisbane, what's new is the number of 
high-rise apartments offering great views. 
But among the select group most likely to 
occupy them are those who would like to 
enjoy such a view without having to share 
it with the commoners occupying hundreds 
of other apartments. 

Developers are responding by creating 
inner-city living options that offer cracking 
views In more intimate and exclusive 
developments. For the bachelor with a 
few lazy millions, to own the local height of 
prestige and style in Brisbane may be to 
occupy the penthouse in Kangaroo Point's 
most exclusive development, The Cliffs. 

In one of the city's prime locations, perhaps 
no other area of Brisbane can match 
Kangaroo Point for its natural beauty and 
panoramic river and city views, nor for its 
easy proximity to the action of the Brisbane 
CBD and nightlife of Fortitude Valley. This 
luxury development, perched on the cliffs at 
Kangaroo Point, has magnificent views of 
the city, the Story Bridge, the local botanical 
gardens and Southbank Parklands. 

Its three stories, with just six apartments and 
a penthouse with roof terrace, were designed 
to feel like luxurious homes with ample cross-

What sets the penthouse apart Is its 
integration of materials, finishes, furniture 
selection and floor plan to provide a 
premium, tailored environment for its 
occupant.

Interior designer Tanya Zealey worked 
closely with the owner to craft Its interior and 
furnishings to individual requirements. 

Zealey says the owner sought a space 
to retreat to within the penthouse: “The 
master bedroom Is a calm and seductive 
sanctuary, whose main ensuite features a 
black Bisazza mosaic shower that frames

PAMPLONA, SPAIN, PROVIDES AN ANNUAL LIFE-AFFIRMING, NEAR-DEATH EXPERIENCE 


T'S NOT quite as powertul as dying, but 

it's as close as you can get. 

And when it was over | heard a sound 
like nothing my ears, or the staunching 
hairs on my neck, had ever experienced 

before. A kind of keening, guttural, primal 
scream — not one of grief or loss, but of 
victory, an outpouring of relief. And it was 
coming from me. 

If you could hear that sound, or have it 
forced from your own heaving chest, you'd 
understand what running with the bulls in 
Pamplona is like, or at least what it’s like 
when it's over. 

Before that it's mostly fear, tending towards 
terror, with a light sprinkling of self-delusion. 

lt starts when you walk the course the day 
before, fighting your way through maddening 
crowds of unfeasibly drunken idiots, among 
whom you will shortly count yourself. When 
even some small part of your brain has come 
to accept the fact that you might actually die 
in a gruesome, eviscerated fashion the next 
day, you tend to drink heavily. 
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The run winds through the ancient, 
cobbled, sangria-slick streets of the centre of 
Pamplona and twists through stone-walled 
canyons of no respite — shuttered windows, 
bolted doors. Nowhere to climb, nowhere 
to hide. The more open street sections have 
temporary wooden fences instead, just to 
maintain the kind of claustrophobia and 
helplessness that the onginal organisers 
(surely a chapter of Spanish sadists) seem 
to have been so keen on. 

It's at this point that you start to ponder 
your own grasp of mathematics, and for that 
matter, reality. I'd always seriously thought 
that if | got a good start, I'd be able to Usain 
Bolt to the finish line — or finish bullring in this 
case — without actually seeing a single horn, 
or the 600kg of angry muscle attached to it. 
It's not a short distance to run (826 metres 
- a fact | resolutely refused to Google 
beforehand) and much of it is uphill. And yet 
| went to sleep that night still telling myself 
my outrunning plan could work, and that the

Then | saw a man 
leap, superman style, through a fence just a 
metre in front of me.

But the caveman inside 
me knew, he turned my head sharply back to 
my left shoulder, and there they were. Bulls. 
Two of them, one with its horns close enough 
to my elbow that | would have reached out and 
touched it, if | was young, Spanish and brave. 

Instead, | climbed that wooden fence like a 
cat on crack. | saw the bulls clatter past and 
scatter the swarm of people, and, whooping 
like a loon, | gave chase. 

Sadly my maths had failed me again, as only 
six were in front of me, and quite soon | found 





myself penned in with the remaining three as 
some bored Spanish officials shut a gate in 
front of us, just to see what would happen. 

| don't remember how we all survived that, 
but | do recall making it to the outside of 
the bullring just in time to see a man in front 
of me get dragged inside by a bull with its 
horn stuck through his neckerchief and up 
into his chin, bload staining the dust behind 
him purple.

EXERCISE 1: UP AND AT’EM 

Unless you happen to have a job as 

a contortionist at Cirque Du Soleil, 
chances are that the good old missionary 
position is going to feature in your 
bedroom. The odds are similarly good 

that your partner doesn't want your 

upper body crushing hers during the 
process. There should be only one point 
of contact where you wanna be driving her 


into the mattress, and it ain't the shoulders. 


This is where push-ups are mandatory as 
they will allow you to support yourself on 
your arms and make you look fairly ripped 
while doing so. Proper form is crucial here 
to avoid injury, so start with wallpresses

CLIMAX: THE CARDIO CONNECTION 
Getting your heart rate up will improve 
your stamina and the easiest way to do 
this is by combining all three of the above 
exercises with as little break as possible 
in between, but still paying attention to 
correct form. Alternatively, invest in a 
skipping rope and start with five minutes 
of skipping three or four times a week. 
Once this is no longer challenging add 
a minute to the routine. Fewer bursts of 
intense exercise will get you fitter quicker. OH,

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CHINA'S CYBER SPIES 
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CHINA’S USE OF CYBER-ESPIONAGE IS HIGHLY ORGANISED, GOVERNMENT 
BACKED, AND TARGETED AT AUSTRALIA, AS MARK ABERNETHY UNCOVERS 





T WAS the last week of November 2013 when the security section 

of the Commonwealth Science and Industry Research Organisation 
(CSIRO) detected unauthorised access to its secret databases. The 
culprit allegedly accessing Australia's secrets was a Chinese scientist 
on academic exchange working in nanotechnology — materials made 
from components the size of a DNA molecule. Nanotechnology is usually 
associated with iPhone touch screens and the like, but it is also a military 
technology. The US Defense Department, for instance, is developing 
bullet-proof clothing that feels like a spandex jumpsuit. 

Around the time the CSIRO security people uncovered the Chinese 
scientist's activities, the scientist failed to turn up to work. The question 
was obvious: if this Chinese scientist had suddenly decided to lay low, 
was he monitoring CSIRO communications?

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fter the scientist was absent for three- 
days, the CSIRO called the Australian 
Federal Police who found his house 
abandoned and no sign of him. 

Australia's interaction with China 
thas now developed two faces. One 
is official friendship, with smiles for the cameras and 
joint press conferences. At another level, Australia’s 
security operators are alarmed at the brazen and 
relentless attempts by China to steal from and spy on 
our government agencies and strategic companies. 
More worrying is that China does most of its spying and 
stealing not from people who can be caught and tried in 
Australia, but from a large army of computer hackers in 
Shanghai and Beijing. 

While the governments of the United Kingdom and 
United States openly name China as a ‘threat actor’ 
engaged in theft, espionage, bribery and blackmail, 
Australia walks a finer line. China is this country’s largest 
trading partner and the most powertul military presence 
in its region, so its politicians and senior bureaucrats 
never mention the word ‘China’ 

In the US, the annual bill from Chinese cybercrime is 
estimated at $US250 billion ($267 billion), lost mostly 
fram organisations involved in defence, aerospace, 
agriculture and IT. In the UK, spy agencies have warned 
that Chinese agents are eavesdropping on and 
stealing information from organisations as part of a 
concerted attack on their critical infrastructure and 
intellectual properties. 

But Australia is also a target for the Chinese. In 





2103 alone, blueprints for ASIO's new Canberra 
headquarters were stolen by a suspected Chinese 
cyber-intelligence team, the Australian government then 
banned the inclusion of Chinese-made Huawei routers 
and switches In the rollout of the National Broadband 
Network (NBN), and later that year, the Australian 
Federal Police was called in to find the Chinese scientist 
working at CSIRO. In 2012, the Reserve Bank of 
Australia was infiltrated by Chinese malware, while the 
year before, Parliament House had Its intranet breached 
by Chinese hackers. In March 2009, Treasury rejected 
an $1.8 billion bid by Chinese-owned Minmetals for OZ 
Minerals, because OZ Minerals' Prominent Hill mine 
was near a military weapons-testing range. 

The incidence of cyber-espionage is on the increase. 
When ASIO chief David Irvine gave a speech on cyber 
security in August 2012, he noted that Australia had 


experienced 5000 cyber attacks so far that year. In all 

of the previous year, the Australian Signals Directorate 
(ASD) identified just 1260 cyber incidents. Australia has 
four (declared) agencies that actively search for and warn 
about cyber intruders: they operate within the AFP, ASIO, 
Attorney-General's Department and Australian Defence. 

British intelligence analyst and lecturer at the 
Australian Strategic Policy Institute, Dr Tobias Feakin, 
says, “Australia is in a perfect storm. [It] is America’s 
major ally in Asia, and has vast supplies of the mineral 
resources North Asia needs. Australia is important to 
China economically, militarily, politically and strategically. 
No one should be surprised that Beijing wants to know 
what Australia is thinking, and the internet is a very cost- 
effective way to collect information: 

Feakin says Beijing's commitment to cyber activity 
stems from its People's Liberation Army's (PLA) analysis 
of the first Gulf War in 1990-91. “The Chinese saw 
that not only were the lraqis' Soviet-sourced weapons 
inferior to the Americans’ — they realised that the 
American communications and data systems were 
incredibly powerful? 

Chinese interest in cyber technology culminated 
in 1999 with the PLA’s publication of Unrestricted 
Warfare, which stated new military goals: to take 
advantage of weaknesses created by an adversary's 
superior conventional capabilities, and to use cyber 
means to achieve it. The PLA then formed three cyber 
units: 2PLA, 3PLA and 4PLA. 

Feakin says the resources given to these units 
are vast but in line with Beijing's 15-year plan to 
‘informationalise' every aspect of Chinese life. During 
one tour of Belling he was shown the office block where 
3PLA is headquartered. “That building would house 
20,000 people; Feakin says, “and they have offices

throughout the provinces.’ 

The PLA’'s direct cyber staff is thought to number more 
than 100,000 operatives, but the PLA also unofficially 
uses a ‘netizen' group, the 300,000-strong Red Hacker 
Alliance, which uses PLA-sourced malware and is 
known for its ‘ultranationalist’ views. (It attacks Beijing 
when it thinks its foreign policies are too soft.) China's 
use of ‘deniable’ ciphers to do Its dirty work includes 
a highly skilled Shanghai-based hacker group called 
Comment Crew, thought responsible for most breaches 
of America's defence and aerospace programs. 

It is 3PLA that targets Australian government and 
business systems by taking control of computers 
which allow spies to monitor and ‘exfiltrate' emails and 
documents. The collective name of this program until 
2012, was GhostNet, which lived inside the networks 
of 103 governments, their agencies and embassies,

KEYS TROKE 
CRIMINALS 


Since the mid-2000s, Chinese cyber 
spies have stolen US military secrets 
that are also critical for the Australian 
military. They include: 


Patriot Advanced Capability-3: Also 
known as PAC 3, the Theatre Ballistic Missile 
system is the latest generation of a missile 
defence made famous during lraq’s SCUD 
bombardment of Israel in the first Gulf War. 
PAC 3 ts a ‘hit-to-kill’ surface-to-air system 
and the US has offered it to Asia-Pacific 
allies Japan and Australia.

and thousands of servers belonging to corporations and 
professional firms. 

The US cyber-security firm Mandiant released a 
report into 3PLA in 2013, after Chinese cyber-spies 
had hacked the New York Times. Mandiant identified 
the unit within 3PLA as APT1 (Unit 61398), which has 
stolen hundreds of terabytes of data from at least 141 
US organisations. “Our analysis has led us to conclude 
that APT1 is likely government-sponsored and one of the 
most persistent of China's cyber-threat actors.’ 

The Chinese spies can physically tap into routers, 
servers, laptops and smartphones, but they are better 
known for spearphishing: a person in an organisation 
is targeted and sent an email that purports to be from a 
friend or colleague, but actually comes from a ‘hop point’ 
computer — a normal computer that's been taken over by 
the PLA. The sent email contains a photograph or a link 
that the recipient Is interested in, and trusts. When the 
image is double-clicked, the photograph comes up but a 
piece of PLA malware is ‘invited’ into the user's computer. 

“They now have control of your computer,’ says Declan 
Ingram, principal security consultant at Datacom TSS, a 
Canberra cyber-security firm. “The good hackers take their 
time and slowly map the entire computer network and use 
the information on the infected computer to access other 
areas and other computers. It's called Privilege Escalation” 

A common spyware sits in an organisation's email 
servers, diverting every email to another address. Other 
malware allows the spies to operate inside the system as 
if they were a legitimate user. Chinese malware known as 
‘backdoors’ can log key strokes and mouse movements, 
change directories, enumerate files, enumerate users, 
download and run programs, gather system information, 
harvest passwords and take screen shots. 

The Chinese ‘exfil’ technique is to put stolen material 





into an archive file, password protect it and shift it from 
the victim’s computer clandestinely using ‘file transfer 
protocol’ (FTP). All Chinese spy malware can uninstall 
itself when an attack is over. The Chinese can also go 
into a government system, steal security keys for ‘virtual 
private networks’ (VPNs) and ‘public key infrastructure’ 
(PK!) systems, and then re-enter as ‘legitimate’ users 
and gain access to the highest levels. Some backdoors 
are familiar because they look like legitimate applications 
such as MSN Messenger, Jabber and Google Calendar. 
But there is another layer of cyber espionage, as 
revealed by the US military in its 2013 report Resilient 
Military Systems and the Advanced Cyber Threat. This 


is the cyber-spy's ability to create a vulnerability in a 
system where none existed before, either by supplying 
the computer chips, keyboards or routers to the victim 
organisation, or by manipulating the victim to interact 
with a legitimate third party which ts infected. 

The Chinese spies are also using adaptive malware 
that disguises itself within the computer code it is 
introduced to, Ingram says cyber-disquise is in full force 
and some ‘Chinese’ cyber-intruders might actually be 
Russians and Israelis who write their code with simplified 
Chinese keyboards and Chinese developer packs. 

Datacom TSS conducts ‘white hat' cyber intrusions 
to find weaknesses in Australian systems, government 
included. Ingram says Australian federal government 
networks have world-best anti-intrusion methodologies 
but the spies are aiming at human weaknesses. 

“Phishing aims at people who are busy. A lot of emails 
can be forwarded or discarded immediately but we stop 
on a personally-relevant message and we open it? 

He says anyone who deals with government is a target 
for the spies, including people in his profession. “| recently 
had an email from my bank. All the livery was perfect and 
| was about to click on the box, and | paused because | 
noticed the letter contained Americanised spelling. 

Chinese spearphishing attacks have claimed some big 
scalps. When Coca-Cola was making a US$2.4 billion 
takeover of a Chinese beverage company in 2009, it was 
having its databases fleeced by Chinese hackers, made 
possible by spearphishing a Coke executive. 

In many government and corporate offices, information 
is identified by meta-tags on the Australian intelligence 
model: P: PROTECTED, C: CONFIDENTIAL, 

S: SECRET and TS: TOP SECRET. Some layers can't 
be emailed, other layers can't be printed. Generally, the 
TS layers only reside on a server not connected to a 
network. But Ingram says the system is often subverted 
by the most senior people.

“Who has access to the protected files? That's the 
CEO or the CFO, and because he can't email them, he 
drops them onto his USB and takes them home or to his 
meeting in another city. So, if I'm a spy, | want to make 
sure he's using a USB with my malware in it, or! finda 
way to infect his home computer, so | can infect his USB. 
Or | infect the wi-fi system at the hotel he's booked into 
and hope he ignores protocol and uses that system" 

Ingram says while cloud storage allows colleagues to 
share sensitive documents without using USB or email, 
document-sharing sites are not entirely reliable unless 
they are custom-built for an organisation. 

AUSTRALIAN professional services firms — lawyers,

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accountants, engineers, auditors, and so on — dealing 
with big clients are required increasingly to use secure 
cloud locations called ‘deal rooms’ or ‘vaults’ 

A security consultant from a Big Four accounting 
firm we'll call Bill says Chinese cyber intrusion has 
been so relentless that the deal room is a fact of life for 
Australian professionals working with government, the 
resources industry, banks and large utility operators. 

“In the late 2000s, the hacking became aggressive; 
Bill says. “Certain nations wanted to know more about 
Australian mining and government, and they were 
accessing the lawyers’ and accountants’ systems to see 
what they could find" 

In one negotiation between an Australian iron ore 
company and the Chinese buyers, the Australian 





lawyers’ BlackBerries were hacked by Chinese 
operatives who had taken neighbouring rooms in the 
hotel. The Chinese gained access to the law firms’ email 
system by subverting the Bluetooth connections. 

A similar intrusion allegedly occurred during one of 
Prime Minister Kevin Ruda’s trips to China in early 
2009, when the Australian entourage became frustrated 
at Chinese attempts to hijack their smartphones, 
and even Rudd's own laptop. In 2011, the Chinese 
allegedly penetrated the parliamentary email systems 
of ten Australian federal ministers, including then Prime 
Minister Julia Gillard. 

Bill says a Deal Room contains an algorithm that 
doesn't allow documents to be copied, deleted, prnted 
or downloaded. All editing is done within the Deal Room 
and there ts a ‘closed’ list of users who, In some cases, 
will be denied access if they try to enter through a 
smartphone or a public wi-fi system. 

Bill told us that organisations are having to revisit 
their smartphone policies because of the amount of 
information stored on them and the ‘open source’ nature 
of apps and downloads. “Smartphones are a problem 
for any organisation trying to secure data — the Chinese 
are all over that." 

He said the next wave of security concerned the 
smartphone's role as ‘controller in the Internet of Things, 
where air conditioners, garage door, cars, locks, and 
even the pool filter are controlled on a network run from 
a smartphone. Now that Huawei routers have been 
identified as potential backdoors for the spies, where 
does that leave internet-connected air conditioning units 
and locks, most of which are made in China? 


Head of ASIO David Irvine made a chilling prediction 
in his August 2012 speech when he pointed to that 
other end of intelligence activities — sabotage — as 
something that could be launched over the internet 
with massive devastation: “At the national interest end 
of the spectrum, our concer is that a massive ‘denial 
of service’ attack, or even a single malicious algorithm, 
might be able to turn off the lights, stop airplanes flying 
or disrupt national financial transaction networks or the 
electricity grid” 


THE THREAT of cyber sabotage Is hardly theoretical. In 
2012, non-state ‘hacktivists’ Anonymous shut down the 
ASIO web site for half a hour. 

Also in 2012, an lranian malware project called 
Shamoom destroyed 30,000 computers used in Saudi 
Arabian public administration. 

In the late-2000s the US (allegedly with Israel) 
launched the ‘Olympic Games’ cyber attack on lran’s 
uranium enrichment operation at Natanz. A worm called

Stuxnet was introduced into the system that regulated 
its enrichment centrifuges, which would allow US 
intelligence to take control of the centrifuges and over- 
rev them until they broke. Stuxnet only destroyed 1000 
of the 5000 centrifuges. 

Russia's own sabotage worm, called Snake, was 
unleashed on Ukraine's government networks during 
events leading to the recent Crimean secession. 

Australia's view on cyber-sabotage now extends to 
internet combat systems, given that the Royal Australian 
Navy will soon be using the US Navy's Aegis combat 
intranet on its next-generation alr warfare destroyers. 
Aegis coordinates Harpoon and Mk41 missiles against 
enemy missiles. It's a powerful combat system but also 
a cyber vulnerability. 

Perhaps the most profound threat posed by Chinese 
cyber-intruders Is the technology itself. 

In the early 2000s, China adopted the Linux open- 
source system and built a proprietary ‘Kylin’ system 
on which all Chinese government networks run. It 
separated China from US operating systems and was 
seen as an attempt to make China's infrastructure 
impenetrable in the course of a cyber war. 

However, as Declan Ingram explains, the Chinese 
government's embrace of Linux wasn't entirely a 
defensive game. 

“People have this idea that Linux was a protective 
manoeuvre for the Chinese? Ingram says. 

“Actually, the fastest-growing technology take-up 
in the world is smartphones, and the most popular 
operating system is Android’

Don't miss the dapper dudes of 
Interpol, who recently brought their post- 
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punk punch to Coachella. If hip-hop and 

rap is your thing, you should be able to get 
your bounce on with 360, who recently 
supported Eminem on his Australian tour. 
You'll also want make time for Nina Las 
Vegas, who bridges the worlds of DJing 

and live performance in the most magnetic 
of ways. Wanky typography aside, Scottish 
trio Chyrches is another act well worth a 
look.

THE INTERNET OF THINGS 


HINK the internet has changed your 
| so far? Hold on, you ain't seen 

change anything like what is coming via 
the oddly named Internet of Things. 


DON’T WE ALREADY HAVE AN 
INTERNET OF THINGS? EXPLAIN 
At a very basic level, the Internet of Things 
(loT) describes the coming situation in 
which instead of most data on the net being 
produced and consumed by humans as text, 
audio or video, everyday physical objects 
will be connected and talking to each other 
over the internet. 
By sensing the real world — through 
temperature, lighting, the presence 
or absence of people or objects — an 
increasing number of smart devices now 
identify themselves to other devices, either 
to report or act on the data they generate. 
This revolution has been accelerated 
by the emergence of the smartphone, as 
people can now, say, control the devices 
in their home remotely. But, through a 
proliferation of wearable devices they can 
also track their own key health indicators. 
Cars are also increasingly being 
connected to traffic data, and sensors 
tracking key data are leading to the design 
of smarter cities. And, this, trust us, is 
only the beginning. 








SMARTER HEALTH 
some of the most significant potentials of 
the loT lie in the powers its technologies 
present for rethinking ways we deliver 
healthcare to help us live longer and better. 
Sensors, actuators, microcontrollers, 
mobile-communication devices, nano- 
pumps and more will make health 
monitoring, diagnostics and treatment ever 
more personalised, timely and convenient. 
Outpatients or their homes can be 
monitored remotely by healthcare teams 
using tablets or smartphones, allowing 
seniors to age in place. 
But computing may be implanted and 
even become part of the human body. 
Ingestible sensors for prescription 


medications can send a signal from a 
patient's stomach to a patch on their skin 
relaying data to a smartphone, where It can 
then be shared with physicians. 

In the very near future, sensors might 
even be embedded in toilet bowls for early 
pregnancy detection, for sensing bacterial 
infections and PSA levels, and to monitor 
blood sugars, cholesteral, and other such 
indicators. All these technologies already exist.

Built with smart technologies as very much 
a part of its DNA, South Korea's city of 
Songdo is already regarded as one of the 
hi-tech capitals of the world, designed with 
sensors to monitor temperature, energy use 
and traffic flow. 

Likewise, smart water systems and 
meters already in operation in cities such 
as Doha, Sao Paulo, and Beijing have 
reduced leaks by 40 to 50 percent by 
putting sensors on pumps and other 
water infrastructure, 

Most of what we need for smart cities 
already exists. In the emerging loT, you don't 
need to reinvent the wheel — or the water 
and sewage systems, or the electrical and 
transportation grids — but simply overlay 
existing infrastructure with intelligent 
software and sensors, to transform them.
